W e have read with painful interest the va­ 
rious accounts of the late gale. 
Several 
square rigged vessels, which have arrived, 
su rte red severely, hut none, that we know of, 
were driven ashore. 
It will he seen from the 
extract given below, that the steam packet 
which 
plies 
between 
Philadelphia 
and 
Charleston was iii a most perilous situation, 
aud at one period during the storm, the pas­ 
sengers wore informed by the captain tint 
the only hnftc of safely was in beaching his 
vessel. 
Mr. Roland, one o f the survivors of 
the Home, has furnished the Express with 
the following stat,'meet. 
Ile went on board a total stranger to every 
person—that the boat left the dock al about 
5 o'clock, on Saturday afternoon, with a light 
wind, rather cloudy, aud that in going out,af­ 
ter passing the Narrows, the bout struck on 
tile (tonier, where she lay four or live hours. 
He understood the next morning that the 
buat got off about IO u’clock the previous 
night; whether the boat received any injury 
w hile she lay on the Homer or not, lie does 
not know. 
The "Home” then ran out past Sandy 
Hook mid continued her course during Su n­ 
day, without any tiling happening worthy of 
notice,— the weather being fine.

All labored like heroes and 
rational beings, aud no consternation or un­ 
necessary alarm wus manifested. 
At ti I’. AI. Hie water reached the engint, 
to the alarm of ail, aud extinguished tbs 
fic’s, when of course the machinery stopped. 
T he boat was nti!| out o f sight of land, but 
was running with sails— the gale severe, and 
she laboring dreadfully. 
Tho greatest ef­ 
fort* were all the tune made, by baling, Ae. 
and all were actively engaged until IO P. AL 
when the boat struck about a quarter of a 
mile from, but in sight of, the outer break­ 
ers. 
In an instant after the strike all was utter 
confusion and alarm; men, women, and chil­ 
dren screaming in the most agonizing man­ 
ner. 
T he scene was most heart-rending; 
women clinging to their husbands,children to 
their mothers, 
and death, 
almost certain 
death, before them. 
It was apparent that 
the boat could hold together but a very few 
moments, aud that few, very few could under 
any circumstances he saved.

ly three boats, and one of them had been 
staved.

On reaching the shore, Mr. Rowland found 
all manner of pieces thrown up, from which 
it was evident that the boat had broken up.

every vestige of the vessel had parted from 
theta. 
Of the three small boats belonging to the 
Home, one was staved by the violence of the

a num ber of passengers in her, but she upset 
in the surf, and only one person was saved.
